plane and twenty-four workmen lost 
their Uve*. The «ole snrrirer In tb* 
fetal ohamlw wu Junes ConnoMtnl. 


The •coldent occurred Just before 


noon and w** tavsed bj what miners 
call a "windy Scott," The concoaslon 
Mt free«nd irritated the black damp 
nnd almost Inetently death by suffoca> 
tlon ol the twenty-four men followed. 
Of the twenty-four victims of the dis- 
aster, tweoty-on* were Italians, one 
Scotchman and two Americans, Alwnt 
three were married men, 


Ia tbe chamber of tbe mine where 


the accident occurred there were 
twenty-five men at work, although 
more than 100 men were employed in 
the whole mine. The single »urrivor 
was thrown forward upon his face by 
the force of the explosion but was not 
seriously hurt and scrambling over 
the prostrate bodies of bis fellows he 
made his way to the surface. 


Tbe noise of the explosion was heard 


iaevery purt«f thft mine and all the 
men who wers uninjured rushed to tbe 
open air. There waa Immediately the 
wildest excitement in the little town 
and a rescuing party was quickly or- 
S 


nixed. Foul gas still came from the 
tal chamber, but brave men were not 


to be daunted by this In the' work of 
rescue, Into tbe chamber of death 
they hurried and with (Treat effort 
brought out the twenty-four bodies. 


The scene when the rescuing party 


reached the place where tho «oetd«nt 
had occurred was ons ot the utmost 
horror. Ljtafr In all sort* of positions, 
with limbs and faces drawn and dis- 
torted by the agony of • their awful 
death, the poor fellows were found. 
Some had evidently been, kilted tn- 
Btuttiy by the fatal blast, their bodies 
being *o burned ana blackened as to be 
tmraeognEzable. 


The scenes «s the mangled forms ot 


husband*, fathers, brothers or lovers 
wets brought out and deposited upon 
tn* frozen ground beggar description. 


Slowly, tolhtnmetj and almost iu 


sllenc* the rescuing party worked. It 
wa« not until after dark that the last 
of th* victims waa brought from the 
mine. The dead were placed In th* 
company's storehouse, where the braised 
and blackened faoes were eagerly 
(canned toy frt*nd* and relatives for 
confirmation of thelrdeath. 


The portion of the mime tn which the 


accident occurred was promptly sealed 
up by the proper authorities {o await 
the arrival of the state Inspector of 
coal mines. 


The accident happened In tbe Union 


Pacific coat mine Ho, ». Just on the 
miner* tn the sixth level knocked o3 
for dinner. The condition of the raiue 
was such that no one could go down 
until 1:30 p. m., almost an hour after 
the explosion. 


Carmosslni was the first oat brought 


to the surface but no Information can 
be derived from him. His condition is 
not serious, but he refnsea to talk. 
The men worked fatthfullyluntll T p. 
m., when the last body was brought 
up.

The coroner I* holding an Inquest, 


and no funeral arrangements-will he 
made until hte-worlc is completed. 


The damage to the-mine was. slight, 


being confined to the dislodgment of a 
few timbers.

This horrible disaster is the first se- 


rious accident that has ever occurred at 


ff, The mines, which are owned 


•nd operated by the Union Pacific Ball* 
way Co., have been operated about sti 
rears. About a year ago a slight ex- 
plosion occurred in one of tbe lower 
rooms by wlilch one man was killed 
jnd another seriously Injured.

Only Ons Workmen In the Chamber 


Escapes—Narrow Escape of One 


Hundred Miners in Other Lev- 


els—Sorrowful Scenes. 


Coao, CoL, Jan VI.— The little town 


of King, three miles from Como, Is a 
'place of mourning to-day. Tueiday 
noon a horrible accident occurred In 
the Union Pacific coal mine at that 
place and tventy-four workmen lost 
their lives. The sole survivor in the 
fatal chamber was James Carmosslnl 


The accident occurred just before 


noon and was caused by what miners 
call a "windy scott," The concussion 
set free and irritated the black damp 
aad almost instantly death by suffoca- 
tion of the twenty-four men followed. 
Of the twenty-four victims of the dis- 
aster, twenty-one were Italians, one 
Scotchman and two Americans. About 
three were married men. 


In the chamber of the mine where 


the accident 
occurred there were 


twenty-five men at work, although 
moro than 100 men were employed In 
the whole mine. The single survivor 
was thrown forward upon his face by 
the force ot the explosion but was not 
seriously hurt and scrambling over 
tbe prostrate bodies of his fellows he 
made his way to the surface. 


The noise of the explosion was heard 


in every part «t the mine and all the 
men who were uninjured rushed to the 
open air. There was immediately the 
wildest excitement In the little town 
andaresouing party was quickly or- 
ganized. Foul gas still came from the 
fatal chamber, but brave men were not 
to be daunted by this in the work of 
rescue. Into the chamber of death 
they hurried and with great effort 
brought out the twenty-four bodies. 


The scene when the rescuing party 


reached the place where tho accident 
h»d occurred was one of the utmost 
horror. Lying in all sorts of positions, 
with limbs and faces drawn and dis- 
torted by the agony of • their awful 
death, the poor fellows were found. 
Some had evidently been killed In- 
stantly by tho fatal blast, their bodies 
being so burned and blackened as to be 
unrecognizable. 


The scenes as the mangled forms of 


husbands, fathers, brothers or lovers 
were brought out and deposited upon 
the frozen ground beggar description 


Slowly, toilsomely and almost in 


silence the rescuing party worked. It 
was not until after dark that the last 
of the victims was brought from the 
mine. The dead were placed In the 
company's storehouse, where the bruised 
and blackened faces were eagerly 
scanned by friends and relatives foi 
confirmation of their death. 


The portion of the mine In which (he 


accident occurred was promptly sealed 
up by the proper authorities to await 
the arrival of the state inspector of 
coal mines. 


The accident happened in the Union 


Pacific coal mine No. 5, just as the 
miners in the sixth level knocked off 
for dinner. The condition of the mine 
was such that no one could go down 
until 1:30 p m., almost an hour after 
the explosion. 


Carmossini was the first one brought 


to the surface but no information can 
oe derived from him. His condition is 
not serious, but he refuses to talk 
The men worked falthfuUyfnntil 7 p. 
m., when the last body was brought 
up. 


The coroner Is holding an inquest, 


and no funeral arrangements will be 
made until his work is completed. 


The damage to the mine was slight, 


being confined to the dislodgment of a 
few timbers 


This horrible disaster is the first se- 


rious accident that has ever occurred at 
King 
Tho mines, which are owned 


nnd operated by the Union Pacific Ball- 
way Co , have been operated about six 
fears 
About a year ago a slight ex- 


plosion occurred in one of the lower 
rooms by which one man was killed 
And another seriously injured.

LABOR TJNIOHB. 


TtwBaooad 


Lector* by Prot Bonus. 


Prof. Bemia,ofOhloeeo, delivered hi* 


Meoad lecture at .the hall ot tbe Woman'* 
olub baUding*Tit night to a small audi- 
ence. His subject, ss previously announ- 
ced, waa labor unions. The lecture wae 
full ot theories; some ot them were good 
while other* would not fare well nndkr 
the search light of close logic or the fact* 
of history. 
For example Mr. Bemi* In 


both lectures has stated, and largely con 
etmoted bis lectures upon the assnmp 
Una tbat labor organisations have their 
origin in the Nineteenth century and an 
tbe natural outgrowth ot the iotroduo 
lion ot machinery. In this he is in error 
While the introduction of machinery may 
bave stimulated labor organisation, tbe 
tact* are that labor organization* and 
strike* long ante-dated that period 
Fifty thousand laborer* struck B. 0 
1083, who were empluyed in the boUdini 
of tbe pyramid of Obeope. 
B. 0. 611 


10,000 laborers employed by the Emperor 
at China, on the embankment of 
the 


Yellow river, demanded higher wage 
and quit work because their request was 
not granted, 
In82i the masons em 


ployed in building a church in Con 
Suantinople struck tor higher wagee. In 
804 Charlemagne beheaded and hang 
over 100 workmen, because they atrool 
for higher wages. In 1088 William th* 
Oonqnerer did tbe lame when the laborer* 
at work on Halting* Castle struck tor 
higher wage*. In 1271 striking miner* 
ftt Norwich, England, buraed the cathe 
dral and many houses, and in 1495 the 
tailors and tnrban-maken in Constant! 
nople atrnok tor an increase in wages 
Strike* tor higher wages were numerous 
in Europe from that time on, and from 
1776 
to 1800 the formation of labo 


unions wa* so common and these. 
_ 


•o exacting that in 1799 laws were pass»c 
in England prohibiting labor nnion* 
Ever since there has been an employe 
of labor and a laborer to be employed 
then .have been difference* about tb 
matter of wages; and so long a* ther 
remain thorn woo employ labor 
SB< 


those who contract to perform labor 
these differences will exist. Tbe matte 
ot a fair division of pronis between tbe 
employer and employe involves a onse 
tion that finite beings cannot set le, 
namely, tbe different degrees of abilit; 
rra be part of different employe* to con 
duct a business at a profit. When 01 e 
employer succeeds in making large 
profits, under the same conditions au 
oober one fail*. On a fair division c 
profits the laborer iu the one case would 
receive large wage*, while in the otha 
case he wunld become a pauper. 


On the question ot com petition, Prof 


Bemia hela that it increased the freedom 
of the Individual and Increased tbe pnr 
coming power ot money; but when oar 
ried beyond a raanwable limit ia pro- 
ductive of injury, owing to nnsornpulou 
method* used by manufacturers an< 
others in position Io be affected. Be 
said one of tbe most common abuses o 
competition i* secret railway rate*, by 
whiob one manufacturer gets the an Tan 
tage of ano'.her; that oompetuitioa i* 
abused when child and tenement nones 
labor have to be resorted to by a maun 
faoturer to keep a bold on toe market 
that some states have enacted l«ws to 
the correction of tbe evil, but that inch 
action hc.d not yet been taken in this 
state. Competition, he laid, when eon 
ducted on certain lines, is beneficial, bn 
when It enda in monopoly they must be 
controlled by the law, otherwise they wil 
abuse the power vestisg in them and 
raise tbe price of production beyond i 
fair profit. Legal attempt* to enppresi 
monopolies have thug far proven failures 
Tbe method of mannfaotnring good* to 
tbe eraaou operates to throw manyjmen 
ont of employment part of each year o: 
account of a fear of overproduction. 
O Speaking of the discontent amon 
workingiuen, he claimed it waa du 
.largely to their inequality. There la s 
premium on brains and consequently 
brains receive greater remuneration; tbe 
he added: "The proportionate profit! 
far greater on brains and capital than o 
tools and the use of tools. Capital i 
needed more DOW than it was fifty year 
age, but on the whole labor does not n 
oeiVB its proportionate share ot profits.' 
Prof. Bemts then spoke of tbe origin o 
labor nnjna and the lawa to prevent thr 
formation and tbe Qbal repnsl of sue" 
la'sio England became to the organ 
cation of unions in America, of whiob he 
said: 


"Most of the abuses ot organization In 


America have been Jnescnprt, and puuli 
opinion baa proportionately increased in 
favor of trades unions. The American 
unions have arisen mostly since the oivi 
war. 
Some of them existed before then 


but the spirit of organization was no 
Fully developed. 
There ar« now fro*> 


600,000 to 1,000,000 mem bras ot. labor or 
KBnizntiona in the United States. TJr ion 
first consisted of a motley crowd, mo 
lions to strike, yells and trouble. Thi 
is what is termed "hurrah" organization 
The decision to strike depended on the 
amount of beer in the crowd. No at 
tempt was made to secure needed legie 
laiiot. for tbe wage earner nntil Uriel 
Stevens with a few others etoried the 
Kuighta of Labor. Tbe spirit and in 
tendon of this organizition were gooc 
but tbe increase in membership among 
the ignorant classes w»a so great tha1 
the organization became demoralized 
and i* now practically dead " 


He then touched upon the necessity 


'for-labor unions, eaying tbat they were 
necessary because the bargaining power 
of labor ia not equal with that of capital 
The employer represents a combination 
of capital and the wage-earners junst 
organize to be on an equality with him 
for bargaining. Without organization 
labor could not receive wages sufficient 
to rear a family. Organization provide* 
for the sickrand those out ot employment. 
Organization promotes intelligence, skill 
and largely prevent* intemperance. He 
said organization waa incomplete in this 
country, a* but one million ont ot twelve 
million laborers are members ot nnlons. 
In answer to qnea ions be said that 
members ot labor organizations were not 
guilty of violence in atriKes; that tbe 
uniform scale of wanes did not destroy 
the desire ot workmen.to excel in th»ir 
several tradn, and that it wai right for 
union men to refuse to work with non- 
union men. 


The professor will deliver another 
lector* Thursday night,,at whiob tim* 
ais subject wi',1 be '•Strike*." These 
eotnres, though largely theoretical, are 
>t*nch a character as to enlitls Prof. 
Bemia to larger audience*.
